1. Acknowledgement is made of Applicant's amendment, which was received March 31, 
2009. Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 8-41, and 43-82 were previously cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 4, 7, 42, 83, and 84 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Chikovani et al. (U.S. 6,383,135), Helgason et al. (U.S. 2003/0146942), and Dahlin et al. 
(U.S. 2004/0078215) disclose a computer-readable medium comprising software instructions for 
causing a programmable processor to: display a diagram representing at least a portion of a 
human body; receive a selection of a part of the diagram representing the at least a portion of the 
human body; and presenting medical information (e.g., a suggested course of action that should 
be taken or diagnostic information and/or orders) as a function of the selection. 

Sieracki et al. (U.S. 2004/0136578) disclose body image templates, and associated 
methods, that allow a user to indicate regions of the human body corresponding to, for example, 
locations of injury, pain, treatment, discoloration, paresthesia, or the like.
